‘The same people maintained that 
Arab local councils, educators and 
parents were partly to blame for not 
placing sufficient emphasis on 
education and not doing more them- 
selves to improve facilities. They 
cited the voluntary work of parents’ 
committees at Jewish schools, espe- 
dally in raising funds to purchase 
particular items of equipment, such 
as computers. 

They also pointed to the convo- 

luted bureaucracy in which Arab 
administrators tended to entangle 
themselves. Certainly this type of 
ted-tape was evident when trying to 
atrange to take photographs inside 
one of the Shfaram schools, despite 
verbal permission from the Educa- 
tion Ministry. 
AL-HAJ AGREED with some of 
the arguments regarding traditional 
attitudes to education and the pre- 
vious lack of parental involvement in 
the schools. He stressed, however, 
that times and attitudes had 
changed. “In the past few years, 
we have seen a significant increase in 
the number of pupils, especially 
young girls, continuing their educa- 
tion up to matriculation,” he said. 

“This is one of the biggest achieve- 
ments in the Arab education sector. 
There has also been a rise in the 
oumber of pupils sitting and passing 
their matriculation exams. 

“The number of under-achicvers, 


however, is still very high, as is the 
drop-uut rate.” he suid, adding that 
more money and efforl was needed 
to encourage pupils to stay on at 
school and take their exams. 

Similarly, Al-Haj admitted that 
parents were more concerned abuut 
improving the standard of their chil- 
dren's education: This could be seen 
in the support shown for the strike 
and the funds raised by parents to 
build cl:ussrooms. 

Nevertheless, he argued that 
neither they nor the local councils 
could be expected to solve all the 
problems in the Arab education sys- 
tem. 

Prior to the one-day warning 
strike, Al-Haj recalled, Educution 
Minister Yitzhak Navon met with 
Arab leaders and pledged some help 
towards improving pedagogic stan- 
dards in Arab schools. This included 
the construction of 122 new class- 
rooms this year, three times more 
than originally planned; the appoint- 
ment for four psychological counsel- 
lors: and the opening of three classes 
for outstanding pupils. 

The Arab leaders replied that the 
proposals, while welcome, would 
not resolve the serious underlying 
problems. They demanded the can- 
cellation of proposed budgetary cuts 
in the Arab sector and a government 
assurance to implement the recom- 
mendations of the ministerial com- 
mittee which investigated the condi- 
tions of Arab education. 

They have given Navon, whose 
hands are tied by financial restric- 
tions, until the end of September to 
meet their demands. If he does not, 
they say they will intensify their 
action, with more stoppages, de- 
monstrations, and possibly a general 


strike of the Arab sector. 


Al-Haj warned that the educa- 


tional problems were a “social time- 
bomb” that had ‘to be tackled now, 
to avoid dire consequences to Arab- 
Jewish relations and co-existence in 
the future.

_ _ Inthe new al-Hansaa school, built 
seven years ago, windows span the 
length of the classrooms, a good 42 
Square metres.

A SMALL, WIITTE and elegant 
building with bright red painted trim 
houses the new affices of Ohaliin, 
the social protest movement which 
arew out of the Black Panther move- 
ment in 1974. The offices, which 
were officinlty opened by President 
Chaim Herzog yesterday, are bang: 
in the middle of Katamon, on Rehov- 
Bar Yohai which used to be one of 
the most dangerous streets in Jeru-

Today, some of the blocks have 
new, while painted balconies and 
Proper light fixtures.

Did that mean throwing stones 
too? “No. But if they attack us we'll 
fight back. And 1 want men and 
women to go into Mea She'arim 
(together) because if they don’t care 
about our feelings, why should we 
care ubout theirs?” 

Asked if that wasn't rather pro- 
vocative, Suissa said: “Look, we will 
ask for police permission. It's their 
job both to guard the peace and 
citizens’ basic democratic rights. If 
they can’t, they should resign.” 


JUST AT THAT MOMENT, a 
young woman bursts in screaming. 
“Look what they've done! They 
want to put her in a remedial class! 
I'm not having it. She’s guing to u 
regular class like any other kid! She's 
going to sit with the Ashkenazi chil- 
dren, tool! What the hell do they 
know? I'm her mother and I know 
her best!" 

Yamin, who has not exactly been 
refined up till now, gets rough. 
“Shut up. What do you know? Are 
you an expert? Listen, you should be 
grateful, you fool, Let me tell you 
that T think all the classes here in the 
first grades should be remedial clas- 
ses. They cost four times as much as 
regular classes and our kids need 
them because of the lousy, lousy 
kindergartens here." 

“T'm the mother. You don’t want 
her to study with the Ashkenazim!" 
(She's crying now). 

Yamin Suissa sits on the board of 
Givat Gonen, which is affiliated to 
the Labour Party. It is considered an 


excellent school and, as part of a 
deliberate policy of integration, it 
has brought in children from middle- 
class neighbourhoods. They form 
some 30 per cent of the school’s 
population. Local parents, impress- 
ed by the school's achievements, are 
anxious to enrol their children there. 

“Get rid of your primilive ideas 
and your stupid pride. Our ehildren 
start schoul disadvantaged. Don't 
you know that Ashkenazi kids learn 
English and Arabic from the age of 
four? You've gol this chanve of hav- 
ing her in a smill class and here you 
are making a scene in front of her.” 
(The object of all this attention is 
stunding big-eyed at the door, 
clutching her sandwich bitg.}

EDUCATION is Yamin’s pussion. 
He is a past master at getting the lads 
oul on the streets, but he suys -- and 
he means it: “Demonstrations are 
for the moment but education is 
forever." Avner Amie! believes that 
Suissa has turned Rehov Bur Yohui 
into the beginnings of ἡ very decent 
neighbourhood, but Suissa con- 
tinues to burn with anger about 
poverly. He still lives with his three 
children in a one-and-a-half, raum 
flat and he refers tu the neighbour- 
hood as a “cesspit.” 

As far us Suissa is concerned, the 
only real hope for Katamon is educa- 
tion, which must begin from birth. 
Accordingly, he has béen in- 
strumental in the setting up of Kata- 
mon's new Centre for Early Child- 
hood Education, which opened its 
doors at the beginning of the school 
year to 35 three- to six-year-olds. 


The centre, financed by Project Re- 
newal, is at present an" afternoon 
enrichment programme which costs 
parents NIS 40 au month plus ΝΙΝ 15 
for participation in a book and toy 
library. Miriam Silverman, the 
director, in a community worker and 
she says that the plan is to work 
closely with the local mother-and- 
child (7ipat Halay) station. 

The centre is loosely supervised by 
the Ministry of Education and has 
some theoretical input from the 
Hebrew University's School of 
Education. However, it daes not yet 
have u pedagogic or acnde mic direc- 
tor. By itself it can hardly hope to 
fulfil Suissi’s aim of getting all the 
neighbourhood children up to the 
level of their middle-class peers by 
the time they start first grade.

Suissa’s new Seminar for Political 
and Sucial Edueition which is skited 
to be opened at the Ohalim centre in 
November. It plans to provide even- 
ing courses over a period of five 
years to local residents and udults 
fram the development towns. The 
aim is to prepare a cadre of social 
activists und to make the neighbour- 
hood people inure sucially and poli- 
tically conscious. It will also provide 
bugrut and university preparatory 
courses. 

Suissa believes it is most impor- 
tant for a grassroots educational 
organization lo make the neighbour- 
hood people more politically soph- 
isticated. Otherwise, he says, they 


. will continue to fall prey to religious 


and right-wing extremism. 

Suissa isn’t modest and he certuin- 
ly isn’t out to charm journalists, But 
there is little double that his impact on 
this once crime-infested neighhour- 
hood has been tremendous. Aceord- 
ing to Amiel, “It's unheard of in the 
annals of social work, both here and 
abroad, for a gang of delinquents to 
rehabilitate a neighbourhood.”

OMSK IS scheduled to come to 
Israel with 50 dancers, singers and 
instrumentalists.

Beersheba and Haifa. This return 
visit is seen as a new move in cultural 
relations between Israel and the 
USSR. 

Omsk takes its name from the 
Siberian town where Cossacks lived, 
SO one can expect vigorous dancing 
with full Russian temperament and 
vitality. Founded in 1953, the com- 


pany has toured all over the wartd. 
This year it has made repeat appeni- 
ances in New York and London. 
The New York Times wrote: 
“Your stock of superlatives is so 
used up when you start to praise this 
wonderful troupe... it is hard to be- 
lieve that the human body is capable 
of these acrobatic performances.” 
The London Daily Telegraph said: 
“No one can convince me now that 
Siberia is a gloomy place.” Israel's 
Mia Arbatova wrote 22 yeurs ago: 
“The professional level is without 
fault, yet it has no artifical style."” 
The Omsk schedule is already 
booked up for the next three years. 


BEFORE LEAVING on a tour in 
West Germany, the Batsheva Dance 
Company was still floating on the 
euphoria generated by its success at 
the Athens Festival in mid-August. 
Critics wrote of the “originality and 
simplicity” of the dancers, and 

raised the choreography (by Mark 

lorris, Gene Hill Sagan, Robert 
North). 

“Expression, rhythm, technique 
and perfectly trained bodies created 
sculpture images of fascination and 
ecstasy...” write one critic. “Their 
charm, their youthful style, their 
free brio, their scherzo, the structure 
of their offer, all these are beyond 
any description.” 

The Israel diplomatic representa- 
tive in Athens, Moshe Giiboa, and 
his wife held a reception at their 
residence for the company and there 
was a distinguished gathering. 


NEW YORK'S Dance Magazine has 
been celebrating its 60th 
anniversary, and, as its Israel corres- 
pondent, I think congratulations in 
this column are in order.

The tour began al the Santander 
festival in Spain with three concerts 
which received high acclaim from 
critics and audiences alike. One of 
the concerts was attended by Queen 
Sophia, who complimented the play- 
ers and conductor on their perform- 
ance and expressed her hope to visit 
Israel soon. 

The next stop was the Salzburg 
Festival, considered one of the 
world’s most important musical 
events. Maurizio Pollini was the solo 
pianist and the concert got rave 
teviews in the local press. Before the 
concert, the governor of Salzburg 
held a reception for the orchestra, 
attended by the {sraeli charge d'af- 
faire in Vienna, Gideon Yarden. 

Then came two Philharmonic con- 


certs in Lucerne, one featuring as 
soloist well-known flautist’ James 
Gallway. AL the second concert, 
four of the archestra’s first players — 
Uri Pianka (vivlin), Michael Haran 
{cello), Bruce Weinstein (hon), and 
Zecy Dorman (bassoon) -- per- 
formed Haydn's Sinfonia Concer- 
tante. 

The orchestra then went to Stresa 
in Ituly and opened the Turino Fes- 
tival, considered the country's most 
important festival. 

This week, the Philharmonic gave 
two concerts in London, one at the 
Barbican with violinist Shlomo 
Mintz and another as part of the 
Proms series at the Albert Hall. ὁ 

Though the professional critics 
had reservations about the Philhar- 
monic’s performances in London — 
particularly Bruckner's Eighth Sym- 
phony which the orchestra played at 
“the Royal Albert Hall—the audience 
response was enthusiastic. 


A PIECE written by the Israeli com- 
poser Verdina Shlonsky in 1966 and 
never performed in Israel, has re- 
cently been performed at the festival 
marking Berlin's 750th anniversary.

‘sticks,’ accept the necessity of 
travelling to the liorrid metropolis to 
see large-scale theatre, but we feel 
justifiably - discriminated - against 
when even chamber productions 
such as the one in question cannot be

Saxon” theatre buffs its spells starva- 
tion.

The remorseless rip-off extorted 
in so many privately-promoted: 
shows extends to children’s 
theatre, where it is no less morally 
repugnant. A recent example -- last 
week Tel Aviv Museum hosting 
commercially-backed, so-called out- 
door “theatre,” (no more than an 
hour's glorified community singing. 
in fact) at NIS 15 per ticket and not 
the highest prices known at that.

Both of which are a pretty rotten 
way of introducing a report of what 
was an extremely good no-meat 
meal in an emerging Jerusalem res- 
faurant 


To mention Balham and Jeru- 
salem in the same breath pha o 
ing'on blasphemy, especially when 
πὰ is taking issue with those who 
complain we don’t have an indige- 


hous Israeli cuisine. One is evolving. 
And a definite facet of it derives 
from the constraints of kashrut, 
which makes the development of i 
dairy kitchen ideal. Some of the 
most attractive local restaurants are 
those which offer as major fare pies. 
crepes and quiches, and which make 
umple use of the best Israeli fond -- 
fresh vegetables and dairy produce, 


There is a very European ambi- 
ence about Besograyim. At least one 
need never fear of finding a little 
piece of ham tucked into a slice of 
hard-boiled egg - and when that 
happens to you in Europe, you may 
well be told, “You can hardly call 
that tiny piece ‘meat’.” 

Besoprayim used to be located in 
the German Colony. The move to 
Rehavia has been wholly advan- 
tageous. It now nestles in an attrac- 
tive single-storey house built by 
Swiss immigrants in 1927, so well- 
fashioned with its large shutters, 


raised porch and splendid patie gar- 
den, that it has been declared one of 
the cily's protected properties. 

THE FOOD, by and large, was a 
mutch for the surroundings.

Like the splendid mus-, 
tard salad, both soups were served in 
enormous, deep bowls, Had consci- 
entiousness not held sway, this could 
have easily been a full meal. 

The thoughtful trimmings (hot 
rolls served automatically along with 
dill-spiced margarine, the mustard 
dressing in a separate and sizeable

A highly recommended 
dish, even though the side salad 
looked as if it has scen a better day.

A salad would have been in place 
alongside the canelioni, one roc- 
quefort, the other corn, The former 
blended excellently with the pasta, 
although it was a trifle rich. The 
corn, however, was problematic, It 
really isn't the kind of vegetable that 
blends and is therefore perhaps un- 
suitable for a melty concoction. Ihad 
orginally opted for what sounded 
mouth-watering, an avocado cancel-

Perhaps it was not fair, being so full, 
to judge them harshly, since we had 
already over-extended ourselves. 
Still, neither the apple pie nor the 
lemon meringue pic matched the 
quality of the rest of the meal. The 
cream, however, was fresh. 

The filter coffee and tea were both 
thoughtfully served in a manner to 
keep them hot. But again, such a 
good meal deserved genuine cera- 
mics rather than the standard 
factory-ware. 

The price was very fair, the full 
three-course meal for three costing 
NIS 70, including the non-obligatory 
tip.

THIRTY-FOUR ARTISTS from 
Israel and abroad are currently put- 
ting final touches to sculptures and 
environmental pieces which are to 
be shown at a contemporary outdoor 
art meeting at Tel Hai, in the Upper 
Galilee, between September 22 and 
25, Two previous events of this kind 
(Tel Hai '80 and 83} were curated by 
local art critic Amnon Barzel (now 
director of the Museum of Modern 
Art in Prato, Italy). The present 
meeting, which will include drama, 
music and dance, has been placed 
under the curatorship of Belgian art 
historian Florent Bex, director of the 
new Mukha Museum of Modern 
Art, Antwerp. (No catalogue is yet 
available. Some information on spe- 
cific events is obtainable from the 
offices of the Tel Hai Art College, 
Tel. 06-943731.) 


“Kumi Hill,” a rocky promontory 
above the Museum of Art, facing the 
Gilboa mountains and overlooking 
the whole Ein Harod valley. 

Until now, Rabinovitz's sculp- 
tures have appeared almost indis- 
tinguishable from those produced 
during the last decade by a number 
of other talented, mainly kibbutz, 
artists, all characterized by the use of 
materials found in their immediate 
environment (e.g. dolomite and 
basalt stone, wood, especially olive) 
and fashioned into simple structures 
resembling sacrificial sites or archaic 
implements. The approach may be 
seen as a direct link with concepts 
realized earlier by the late Yitzhak 
Danziger concerning Man's rela- 
tionship with his Land, makom 
(sacred place), legend and ritual. 
Although many of the sculptures on 
“Kumi Hill” can still be viewed, if 
one wants, in this light, Rabinovitz 
reveals here an increasing preoc-

These mounds form topographical 
markers or, together with long stone 
slabs, act as directional signposts 
pointing out the west-east axis of the 
sculptural trail.

WE HAVE just received two books 


+ devoted to Ivan Schwebel’s series of 


Recor: 


paintings ‘Tel Aviv, Tel Aviv" 
(Modan, Tel Aviv, 96 pp., with more 
. than 120 illustrations in colour) and 
his earlier The Arena of Jerusalem 
(Adama Books, New York, 125 PP., 
with all the reproductions in full 
colour). Both exhibitions of these 
oils have been written up at length in 
The Post but Schwebel's personal 
Notes to them, published as part of 
his journal, far from confusing 
issues, help to clarify them and his 
working methods; they are in any 
case an entertaining addition to his 
Pictures, some of which look more 
impressive in these books than they 
do in real life. But looking at them 
again, I didn’t feel bored for a mi- 
nute. In any case, many of them area 
sheer tour de force. In“Tel Aviv, Tel 
Aviv," you will recall, Schwebel sees 
life via the early movies; in “Jeru- 
salem,” via the heroes and heroines 
of the

Because these are bubbly types, 
with CO-2 gas, there is a decided 
advantage to the small battles, since 
the carbonation does not keep well 
in a large bottle ance opened, (A 
full-sized bottle of 750 ml. of Fanta- 
sia costs NIS 4.99.) The new little 
bottles can be found at some Tel 
Aviv area delicutessen. shops too. 
For the restaurant trade, there are 
also individual bottles of Sauvignon 
Blane, Emerald Reisling, and Ca- 
bernet Sauvignon Select. 


ELEGANT STAINLESS:stcel pots 
und puns from Germany, of the 
Fissler brand, have just been put on 
the local market by a major import- 
export company, Comser Impex of 
Givatayim. While I do not question 
the quality or aesthetic appeal of 
these cook-ind-serve pols with 
glass lids, 1 question the timing of 
bringing these to our market at this 
time of difficulties at Soltum, the 
company for arms and amnunition 
which alse has a division for stain- 
less-steel housewares 

Soltam tells me that nearly 10 per 
cent of its total workforce of 1,000 at 
Yokneam js normally deployed in 
making housewares. With nearly 
half its workers on forced vacation 
or in retraining programmes be- 
cause of reduced arms orders, Sol- 
tam confirms it could redeploy at 
least a few of them in making pots 
and pans, if sales of these were to 
rise. (The slogan might be, “Beat 
your swords into saucepans." 

Of course, it is a free country and 
free trade is desirable. Neverthe- 
less, consumers might wish to excr- 
cise their right to make a shopping 
chuice un patriutic grounds as well 
as economic ones. In this case, the 
economic factor may be sufficient to 
deter most people from buying the 
Fissler pots and pans, which range in 
price from NIS 130 for the smallest 
saucepans to NIS 190 for the largest 
one available, which isn't all that big 
tjust over five litres). ᾿ 

The fine is sold only at giftware 
chains such as Class (ironically 
owned by Koor, as is Soltam), Patio 
and Chaya- Ya. The importing firm's 
own marketing manager, Michael 
Weinstein, admits that the retail 
prices are too high, but he blames 
this on the high markup of 100 per 
cent, which he says these chains in- 
sist on taking. If Fissler housewares 
are eventually sold through house- 
parties, as he hopes, a pot selling in 
a shop for NIS140 could sell for only 
NISIO. ° we 
Those who promote the’ Fissler 
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strong as u car windscreen, with a 
see-through function (except that 
they get steamed up in cooking, 
Weinstein admits); thick, triple- 
layer bottoms for even heat distribu- 
tion; a waffle-like interior base in 
the frying pan to permit frying with- 
out fat or vil; and pots more than 
normally suitable for cooking drip- 
ping-wel vegetables without adding 
extra water (the “waterless™ cook- 
ing method). The Fissler products 
come with a year's guaruntec. 
The Fissler company of Germany 
bousts of being more than 140 years 
old. Soltam of Yokneam cannot 
match that, but it has been making 
quatity stainless- steel pots and pans 
long enough to have mastered the 
ari. It began more than 25 years 
ago, after purchasing the necessary 
- knowhow from the leading Ameri- 
can manufacturer in this field, Far- 
berware. Soltam takes pride in the 
fact that, apart from adding to its 
line, i has not needed to make any 
basic changes in its production 
methods or designs since it began 
with the Farberware formula. 
Soltam pots snd pans come in a 
wide range of sizes from a one-and- 
a-half- litre saucepan with lid for 
about NES 26 toa new 1élitre pot for 
large families at NIS 94, which is 
very big indeed. (My largest pot is 
10 litres and the soup we make in it 
for seven people for Shabbat lasts 
well beyondit.) 


SOLTAM'S marketing manager, Avi 
Kislev, says one advantage of 
buying locally-made pots is that they 
are designed with Israeli cooking ha- 
bits in mind. Israelis, he says, tend 
to prefer pots which are low and 
wide, to Accommodate such dishes 
as gefilte tish, stuffed vegetables, 
and pot roasts, whereas the Ameri- 
can penchant is for taller, narrower 
vessels. American pots generally 
have Jong handles, so they can be 
hung on the kitchen wall. Here, the 
preference is fur pots with a pair of 
short handles. 

Handles are a sore point with lo- 
tal cooks, because the hatd-plastic 
handles sometimes crack or break 
off, und so occasionally do the 
knobs on the lids. In this respect, 
Soltam argues, the consumer is bet= 
ter off with a locally-made product, 
because replacement parts are rea- 
dily available. Soltam maintains ser- 
vice stations throughout the 
country, the main one being at 5 Reh. 
Hehashmal in Tel Aviv, with ad- 
dresses of others available by phon- 
ing 03-625165, 

It had long surprised me that Sol- 
tam makes only one pattern of cook- 

_ pots, since so many of our house- 


black -- for consumers who want τὸ 
have two distinct sects. 

This seems to be a well-kept se- 
cret (perhaps stemming from Sol- 
tam's role as a munitions-maker!) 
and these extra handles ure availa- 
ble mainly at housewares shops in 
so-called “religious areas" (Jerusa- 
lem, Bnei Brak, Safad), and at Sol- 
tam service centres. Why shouldn't 
all housewares stores offer this 
choice of handle colours as a sales 
advantage over the imports? Even 
better, of course, would be a deci- 
sion by Soltam to design a line of 
pots for dairy use which really look 
different at a glance. Foreign firms, 
such as the German Fissler, muke 
several patterns in pots, although 
only one is being imported at this 
stage. 

The main advantages of styinicss- 
steel pots over the cheaper alumin- 
ium ones are shared by Soltam und 
the imported stainless. They are far 

-easier to wash. They are heavier 
than aluminium and thus heat more 
evenly, und are less apt to burn 
foads. And they do not impart a 
metallic taste te foods, as do aluntiin- 
ium pots, especially when acidic 
dishes (such as those with tomato 
sauces) are cooked in (hem. 

Soltam pots and pans are found at 
virtually all housewares shops and at 
the chain stores, where many cus- 
tomers can buy them at the dis- 
counts regularly granted to soldiers 
and other special groups. They are 
also sold at the five retail shops of 
Koor, called Solcoor, where a dis- 
count of LO per cent fs regularly 
granted to government workers and 
employees of all Koor und other 
Histadrut institutions, upon presen- 
tation of proof. 

The Te! Aviv Solcoor shup, at 49 
King George, is in the process of 
eliminating its housewares depurt- 
ment and a few remaining Soltam 
pots are available at bargain prices. 


BEDSHEETS LOUD enough to 
keep you awake is the best way to 
describe the latest offering from Ki- 
tan, our largest manufacturer of 
household linens. Designed by fa- 
shion designer Gideon Oberson, the 
surrealistic pattern in bright colours 
is called Rio and took its inspiration 
from the annual carnival in Brazil.
